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FACES CRISIS

A VITAL advice service has warned it 
could struggle to survive unless more 
volunteers are found to cope with a 
rise in demand. 

Banbury Citizens Advice Bureau said 
demand has rocketed from residents coping 
with debt, employment and benefit 
concerns. 

It is expanding its Cornhill premises but 
says people will be turned away if more 
volunteers are not found. 

But branch chief executive Barbara Shaw, 
said: "Without the passion and generosity of 
our dedicated volunteers, the service would 
struggle to survive and the cost to the 


economy of unresolved problems would 
soar. Our recent expansion into new 
premises has provided us with much- 
needed extra space to meet the increased 
demand but we need more volunteers. 

"We have to turn people away or we 
can't do as much work for people as we 
would like to." 

Demand had risen because of major 
Government cuts to services and benefit 
reform, she said. 

These include a reduction in housing 
benefit rates and "inconsistent" medical re¬ 
assessments of incapacity benefit claimants, 
she said. 

People hit by redundancy or reduced pay 
or hours were struggling to pay debts, she 
added. 


She said: "We are tending to find that 
people have run out of savings. 

"It is also difficult for people, who don't 
understand the benefits system, to fight a 
decision themselves." 

And staff are seeing people at risk of 
losing their homes, put up as security 
against against loans as small as £5,000, she 
said. 

In 2011/12, some 5,247 people had their 
case taken up by the service, up from 4,573 
in the previous 12 months. 

Its inquiries were up from 14,281 to 
15,893 over these two years. 

About a third were about debt, while a 
quarter were about benefits and 11 per cent 
were about employment. 

Mrs Shaw said volunteers are needed to 
talk to people when they first make contact, 
help people with their problems and work 
on reception. 

It has about 70 volunteers and 17 salaried 
staff and has space for about 25 more. 

The branch made its call as part of 
National Volunteers Week, which ran from 
last Friday and finishes today. 

One volunteer, who did not want to be 
named, said: "Life is never dull at CAB." 

She described one day where she spoke 
to a family with a baby who were facing 
eviction; a man approaching retirement who 
wanted to know about benefits he was 
entitled to, and a driver hoping to challenge 
a speed camera ticket.

BOOK EARLY 
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Memorial marks 
date of World 
War Two crash 


RELATIVES travelled to Bodicote from all over 
the country to mark the anniversary of a World 
War Two plane crash, which killed all the crew 
members. 

A Wellington Bomber crashed just a quarter 
of a mile from the village on December 28, 
1942. 

On Saturday, members of their families and 
representatives from RAF Benson attended a 
memorial service in the same field the plane 
crashed into and dedicated a memorial to 
them. 

The Wellington bomber was on a routine 
25-minute test flight, believed to have started 
in Warwickshire. No cause of the accident was 
ever established, although there was 
speculation it may have been due to bad 
weather. 

Rena Hubbell, 84, from Fulham, lost her 
brother, John Beaumont, in the crash. 

She said: "It was a moving commemoration, 
particularly when a Spitfire flew overhead 
during the service. 

"It is a beautiful memorial, with the names 
of all the people who died engraved on it."

Friends take a leap of 


faith for little Enya

A FRIEND of your 
child at school, one of 
her teachers, the lady 
who makes cakes for 
your family - people 
we encounter in our 
everyday lives. 

So, Carina Wyatt was 
touched when all those 
people said they would 
take on a daredevil sky¬ 
dive to raise money to 
help her daughter, Enya. 

The six-year-old has 
histiocytosis, a form of 
blood disorder that has 
left her weak and in need 
of chemotherapy. 

In a bid to help others, 
the King's Sutton family 
has begun a fundraising 
crusade for research into 
the rare condition. 

On Saturday the appeal 
was given a £1,000 boost 
with the team of three 
took part in a skydive 
from Hinton-in-the- 
Hedges Airfield, Bracknell. 

Among them was 


Kimberley Tombs, who got 
to know the Wyatt family 
through her cake-making 
business. 

The 28-year-old Steeple 
Aston resident said: "The 
skydive was brilliant. I will 
give anything daredevil a 
go." 

She was joined by Liz 
Barford, a teaching 
assistant at King's Sutton 
Primary School, which 
Enya attends. 

She shaved her head in 
2010 to raise cash for 
Oxford Children's 
Hospital, where Enya was 
treated. 

Also taking the plunge 
was Andrew Dibb, 36, 
whose daughters Rebecca, 
seven, and Naomi, nine, 
are Enya's schoolmates. 

He said: "Enya is a 
lovely little girl. She is full 
of life. She gets along with 
every child." 

Mr Dibb, manager at 
The Cornish Pasty & Tea 
Shop, in Market Place, 
Banbury, said: "It went 
really well. I actually 
enjoyed it." 


Enya's 32-year-old 
mother, Carina, said: "It 
was quite emotional to 
know that they were 
doing it for our cause. It 
was wonderful they had 
the courage to do it." 

The jump was for The 
Histiocytosis Research 
Trust, which conducts 
research into the disease. 

Enya has Langerhans' 
cell histiocytosis, a rare 
condition where histiocyte 
cells that protect the skin 
attack bones and organs. 

In Enya's case, the 
disease weakened her 
skull, spine and sternum, 
causing her mobility 
problems, thought it is 
now in remission. 

Mrs Wyatt said: "Enya is 


doing very well." 

It is hoped that research 
would help doctors 
identify the disease more 
quickly - as it took some 
time for Enya to be 
diagnosed. 

The Newlands, King's 
Sutton resident said: 

"There wasn't anything 
obvious there was 
something wrong. She had 
a few little health 
problems but we didn't 
know why." 

Trust spokesman 
Shelley Ross said: "It is 
fantastic that Enya's family 
and friends are dedicating 
their time to fundraising 
for the HR Trust. 

"We are truly grateful."

They 
will appear at Oxford Magistrates Court on August 3.

Arrests at scrap yards 


A WAR memorial plaque, more than £400,000 
in cash and firearms were seized by police 
during a string of raids on scrap yards. 

Officers also took away crushed antique and church 
silver, nine tons of copper, 15 tons of Scottish Southern 
electricity cable, Network Rail track, cast-iron drain 
covers, BT cable and suspected class-A drugs. 

Sixteen raids were carried out across the Thames 
Valley on Wednesday of last week - including at 
Smiths of Bloxham and TR Rogers and Sons in 


Nuneham Courtenay. Thirty two people were arrested 
in total, including ten men in Oxfordshire who have 
now been released on bail. 

Seven people have been told they will face no 
further action by the force. 

More than 400 police officers were involved in the 
raids at six scrap yards and 10 associated addresses 

The swoop - codenamed Operation Symphony - 
was aimed at preventing the illegal sale of stolen 
metals. 

Police officers, specialist search teams and health 


and safety experts have now completed their 
investigation at the Smiths of Bloxham yard. On 
Tuesday of last week four men aged 23, 30, 36 and 68 
were arrested on suspicion of receiving stolen goods 
and concealing criminal property and have been 
released on bail until November 20. 

At a further raid atTR Rogers and Sons in Nuneham 
Courtenay, six men, aged 24, 32, 33, 35, 41 and 69 
were arrested on suspicion of receiving stolen goods 
and concealing criminal property. They were bailed 
until November 23.

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Making a point against Amazon 


AN Oxfordshire publisher is taking a 
stand against Internet giant Amazon 
by supplying independent 
bookshops with an early edition of a 
book expected to become a big 
seller. 

Jon Carpenter is publishing a semi- 
autobiographical novel, called More 
Tales from Lark Rise, written by 
Betty Timms, younger sister of Flora 
Thompson, the author of Lark Rise 
to Candleford, the fictionalised story 
of a childhood in late 19th-century 
Oxfordshire. 


He said: "We are making a point 
of not making it available to 
Amazon at this stage, specifically so 
that ordinary high street shops can 
benefit and not be undercut by a 
company that can avoid the 
overheads the rest of us pay." 

Mr Carpenter added: "My main 
motive in releasing early copies was 
to give a bit of a boost to local 
booksellers, by giving local 
bookshops a bit of exclusivity. 

"Amazon and everyone else 
(including national chain 


bookstores) will have the book 
when the mass-market edition 
comes out in September. But the 
locals, who support local publishers 
and take books about local people 
and local history very seriously, 
deserve some support. This is my 
way of doing that." 

As the Banbury Cake went to 
press, Amazon had not responded to 
a request to comment.

Delight 
over U-turn 
on VAT for 
churches

CHURCH leaders in 
Oxfordshire have welcomed 
news the Government is 
ploughing £30m into a 
special fund to offset the 
impact of changes to VAT 
legislation. 

Chancellor George Osborne 
caused a storm of protest - led 
by people in Oxfordshire - after 
he revealed in the Budget that 
alterations to listed buildings, 
including churches, would be 
subject to VAT from October. 

Previously, alterations had 
been VAT exempt, although 
maintenance work was subject 
to the tax, with the grey area 
being the replacement of church 
roofs affected by the growing 
problem of metal theft. 

Churches across the UK raised 
a petition on the issue 
addressing Prime Minister and 
Oxfordshire MP David Cameron 
directly. 

Mr Osborne has now agreed 
to release the extra cash into the 
Listed Places of Worship grant 
scheme which will mean 
churches will be able to reclaim 
any additional VAT generated by 
alterations. 

Jeff West, a member of the 
Oxfordshire diocesan advisory 
committee for the care of 
churches, said: "We are 
delighted. This will go a very 
long way to answering the 
concerns of churches with listed 
buildings to look after. 

"Lots of churches are trying to 
adapt their facilities by installing 
loos and kitchens and this would 
have added 20 per cent to the 
cost of doing that. 

"Most of the country's grade-1 
listed buildings are looked after 
by church congregations and the

original announcement was an 
awful shock." 

The Listed Places of Worship 
scheme, which already benefits 
from a £12m-a-year Government 
grant to offset the impact of VAT 
on maintenance work, will now 
be boosted to £42m, guaranteed 
until the next General Election 
in three years' time. 

Banbury MP and church 
commissioner Tony Baldry, who 
met Mr Osborne to talk about 
the issue, has also ensured the 
application process will be 
speeded up with requests going 
straight to the Treasury, rather 
than via other Government 
departments. 

Mr Baldry said: "I think this is 
a generous amount from the 
Chancellor given the present 
financial circumstances. 

"He said he was seeking to 
ensure churches did not suffer." 

But Rev David Randell, vicar 
of St Mary's in Warkworth, who 
struggled to raise money for a 
new church roof after thieves 
stole £100,000 of lead last 
August, was more sceptical. 

He said: "Applying for this 
grant can be a bit of a lottery. 

We will apply for every bit of 
money we can get but we won't 
hold our breath. 

"Actually reducing VAT for 
churches would be a fairer 
system."

Come rain or shine, water is precious 


I n the recent hot weather, people living 
in London and the Thames Valley are 
using 100 million litres less water per 
day - a four per cent reduction in overall 
water use across the region for the time 
of year. 

This is a result of people not using their 
hosepipes to water lawns, fill pools and clean 
cars, as well as taking extra steps to use less 
water in the home. 

Richard Aylard, Thames Water’s 
Sustainability Director, said: “Our customers 
are making a real difference and of course we 
are very grateful. It’s when it’s sunny that we 
can really see the impact of the hosepipe ban 
and overall careful use of water, as this is when 
we would normally expect to see water use at 
its peak. The saving of 100 million litres a day 
is really important, as is the 60 million litres 
a day that we are saving by getting leakage 
to its lowest level ever. 160 million litres of 
water every day is a very significant saving 
on the amount of water we need to take from 
the environment every day. It is making a real 
difference in ensuring we have enough water 
to see us through the summer and autumn.” 

Although the hosepipe ban, which came 
into effect at the start of April remains in 
force for much of the South East following 
the driest two years ever recorded, Britain’s 
topsy-turvy weather has helped ease the 
water shortage. 

Within 24 hours of the restrictions 
coming into force in April, the heavens 


opened and stayed open for six weeks, 
delivering 262% of average rainfall in the 
Thames region, followed up by frequent 
showers in May. 

Mr Aylard added: “After such a long 
dry period the record spring rain has really 
helped, improving the situation on the surface 
of the ground, including boosting river levels 
in the short term. 

“However, the levels in many of 
the natural underground reservoirs, 
which provide the majority of water in 
rivers and keep them flowing during dry 
summer months, are still very low and are 
unlikely to recover until there is sustained 
winter rainfall. 

“Taking everything into account, 
we need more time to be sure that we will 
have enough water to get us through the 
summer and autumn. But we will lift the ban 
just as soon as it is responsible to do so and 
will update our customers towards the end 
of June. 

“In the meantime we encourage everyone 
to continue to save water where they can 
- it does make a real difference.” 

Securing supplies 

River levels are normal for the time of 
year and reservoirs remain full. However, 
water levels below ground are unlikely to 
recover until next winter - and only if enough 
rain falls. Winter is the most important time 
for replenishing supplies as the ground stays

wet. In the summer, once the ground has 
dried out, water can’t seep through and much 
of it evaporates or gets used by plants.

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Eleven men charged over rail cable thefts 


ELEVEN men have been charged with 
conspiracy to steal railway signal cables 
from the Cotswold Line between Oxford 
and Worcester. 

Network Rail said last month that nearly 
70 per cent of the cable theft incidents in 
its western region happened on the route. 

Incidents on the line over the past year 
have cost the rail industry more than 
£300,000 and caused nearly 9,000 minutes 
of delays to trains between London, Oxford 
and Worcester. 

Officers from British Transport Police 
raided five homes in Handsworth and 
Smethwick, in Birmingham, last week and 


arrested seven men as part of an operation 
to solve a series of cable thefts in the 
Evesham, Honeybourne and Moreton-in- 
Marsh areas in the past six months. 

Seven men, all from Romania, were 
arrested on suspicion of conspiracy to steal 
railway cable. 

A day previously, four other Romanian 
men were detained after a vehicle was 
stopped by Warwickshire Police officers 
near a railway line at Church Lawford, near 
Coventry. 

All 11 men appeared at Birmingham 
Magistrates' Court and were charged with 
conspiracy to steal railway cables. 


They were remanded in custody to 
appear at Birmingham Crown Court. 

The men were: Stefanel Ruset, 19, of 
Kentish Road, Handsworth; Chris Toader, 
24, of Selsey Road, Edgbaston, and 
Alexandru Tofaleanu, 29; Mihai Mihart, 25; 
Jan Trofin, 36; Florin Cojocararu, 25; and 
Mihai Binta, 27, all of Parkhill Road, 
Smethwick. 

Also charged were Costinel Mijloc, 29; 
Gabriel Mijloc, 29; Adrian Nae, 25; Adrian 
Volnescu, 29, all of Highfield Road, 
Smethwick. Trofin, Mihart, Cojocararu and 
Binta were arrested in Warwickshire and 
the others in Birmingham.

Traders last month hit out at 
strict rules they face when the 
Olympic Torch comes to 
Oxford on July 9.

Benefits fraudster forced to repay £25,000 


A 47-YEAR-OLD woman from 
Banbury has been ordered to 
pay back almost £25,000 she 
illegally claimed in benefits. 

Tracey Herdman failed to 
declare her long-term partner 
was living with her three days a 
week at her home in 
Woodgreen Avenue. 


She pleaded guilty to two 
charges of failing to disclose 
changes in circumstances at 
Banbury Magistrates' Court. 

Herman was ordered to repay 
housing benefit of £3,445 and 
income support of £21,323, 
claimed since 2007. 

She was also sentenced to 


200 hours' community service 
and ordered to pay £500 legal 
costs. 

Herdman was prosecuted 
following a joint investigation 
by Cherwell District Council 
and the Department for Work 
and Pensions.

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Porsche enjoys 


life in fast lane 


By David Duffy 


PEOPLE who spend their day-to-day 
lives delivering Porsche sports cars 
are not easily impressed — but this 
driver was. 

"That/' he said, eyeing up the 911 
Carrera 4 GTS, "is a proper car." 

Proper as in six cylinders, six- 
speed manual gearbox and hun¬ 
dreds of horsepower. Not to mention 
0-62mpg acceleration of 4.6 sec¬ 
onds and an eye-watering potential 
top speed of 188mph. 

Politically correct the GTS is not. 
Potent fun it is. 

From the second the straight six 
crackles into life you know that the 
spirit of the original 911 is alive and 
kicking. Unseen beneath the wide- 
bottomed bodywork, the four- 
wheel-drive system delivers tangible 
extra traction, which is vital in con¬ 
trolling the ferocious-sounding 
power plant. 

That sort of power — five times 
that of a small hatchback — sounds 
like it could be a handful, but the 
six-cylinder engine delivers its ener¬ 
gy in a thoroughly relaxed and easi¬ 
ly controlled manner. 

So whether you are pootling 
along in rush-hour traffic, or cruising 
at speed in motorway traffic, the 
GTS is surprisingly easy to manage. 

Yes, the clutch needs a forceful 
punch of the left leg to operate, but 
the six-speed gearbox is light, slick 


and flick-of-the-wrist easy to oper¬ 
ate. 

Fitted in combination with the 
uprated engine is a special exhaust 
system which produces a distinctly 
sporty sound, that can be tweaked 
even further by a touch of a button 
on the centre console that pumps up 
the volume. 

If that unmistakable sound is not 
enough to help Porsche aficionados 
spot the difference, the exhaust 
tailpipes of the GTS are finished in a 
distinctive black and all models with 
all-wheel-drive have an additional 
reflective stripe between the tail 
lights. 

As well as the characteristic all- 
wheel-drive, flared wheel arch, wide 
body style, all GTS models have 
increased rear track width. 

In other details, the GTS models 
differ both visually and technically 
from the other Carrera models. For 
example, they run on 19-inch RS

Audi and Nissan up game for sporting models 


A MORE powerful TT RS has been 
confirmed for the UK market. 

Called the TT RS Plus, the Audi's 
greater muscle is complement¬ 
ed by an electronically raised 
top speed limit. 

It has already been seen at motor 
shows, but until now it wasn't 
known whether it would come 
to the UK. 

For a £3,085 price premium over 
the existing TT RS, the Plus also 
features larger 19in alloy 
wheels in a unique design, a dif¬ 
ferent grille and carbon fibre- 
reinforced polymer (CFRP) door 
mirror housings. 

Black, oval exhaust tailpipe trims 


show that the Plus is fitted as 
standard with a sports exhaust. 

Power has been raised by 20bhp, 
from 335bhp to 355bhp. Torque 
is up from 332 to 343lb.ft, and 
with the higher numbers comes 
a reduced 0-62mph sprint of 4.1 
seconds with the optional S 
tronic dual-clutch gearbox. The 
manual version takes 4.3 sec¬ 
onds. 

Top speed is no longer limited to 
155mph, again to differentiate 
the Plus from the standard TT 
RS. The new figure, 174mph, is 
the equivalent of 280kph. 

The range will be priced from 
£48,945 on the road for the 


manual coupe, rising to 
£52,265 for the roadster with 
the S tronic gearbox. 

Meanwhile, following customer 
feedback, Nissan has intro¬ 
duced a more track-oriented 
version of its GT-R supercar. 

Called the Track Pack, it has special 
six-spoke RAYS alloy wheels 
with gloss black centres distin¬ 
guish the Track Pack GT-R on 
the outside, and also give a total 
weight saving over the standard 
2012 GT-R of 10kg. The pack is 
only available in the UK and 
Japan, and is priced at £10,000 
more than the standard £74,450 
GT-R.
